At best 
this miscellaneous demand represents ' 
only'a small tonnage, as coke ton- j 
nag*is go. A demand of only moderate 1 
proportions would send the market j 
upwards somewhat, probably to the! 
cost -of production. .The coke that | 
made the low market a. few weeks ago | 
was stock coke, produced by ovens 
that blew In beyond the necessities of 
consumption. This coke was gradu- 
ally absorbed- The coke that is mak- 
ing the low prices flow is coke that is 
^unavoidably made*in connection with 
th'e manufacture of foundry coke. The 
very unusual condition exists of 3ev- 
eral operations being engaged in mak- 
ing foundry coke for shipment on con- 
tract or for sale in the spot market 
whUe they hare no contracts for the 
ftirnacc coke that i.s made from time 
vj time, since a battery ot ovens can-
